And howfloever theſe 
ſpirits were once well laid, and walked not in the 
Primitive Church, yet in theſe latter times th 
hay conjured up by the {editious DoQrine 
of the lefaites, and are become familiar ſpirits in 
all parts of Chriftendome. Hec eft ſalutarss medi- 
tatio fayes Mariana, this is a wholeſome medita. 
tion for Kings next their heart,to thinke, ſe e4 com- 
ditione wvivere, that they live in that caſe and con- 
ditiof, «t non ſolum jure, ſed cum laude & gloria 
perimi poſrins, that they may not only be flaine 
lawfullyzbut to:thepraiſe and glory of them that 
doe it.

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Hildebrand had excommunicated, loſt his right 
hand in the batrle, and being ready to breath our 
his diſtreſſed ſoule, looking on the ſtumpe of his 
arme and fetching a deepſigh, he ſaid to the Bi- 
ſhops that were about him, behold this is the hand 
wherewith I did ſweare allegiance to my Sove. ' 
raigne Lord Henry. And therefore YVivat Rex, 
letthe Kiog live,be he an Infidel, an Hererique, a 
Tyrant, an Apoſtate, a Perſecutor, -or depoſed 
and excommunicate by the Pope, for none of all 
theſe can unlooſe the bonds of allegiance, evacu- 
ate Gods ordinance, or cut in ſunderthe finewes 


of the ſubj<Rs obedience.

And who was this Empe- 
rour for whom they thus prayec? It was Severus, 
for in his time (ſayes St. /erome) Tertullian floutie 
riſhed z and Severws was an Infidel, a Tyrant,and 
the author of the fifth perſecution, and yet they 
wifh bim proſperity in the name ofthe Lord. And 
if it was thus done for the dry tree, what ſhall be 
done for the greene ? if thus for the bramble, what 
for the Olive ? if thus for perſecutors0of the Faith, 
what for the defenders of it £ O pray for the peace 
and proſperity of ſuch, they ſhall proſper that doe 
it. Pitic it is but that mans topgue ſhould for ever 
cleave unto the roofe of his mouth, that lives un- 
der a gracious and religious government, and yet 
ſayes not ſo much as, God ſave the King, and ſo 
our laſt trarſlation renders it, and departs not 
from the original], for the Septuagine in ſeverall 
places renders the Hebrew word by S»{»> which 
fignifics to ſave.
